Bakehouse Close contains the mansions of the 
first and second Marquises of Huntly, and the first 
Dowager Duchess of Gordon. Twenty yards down the 
5 Close, over which Salisbury Crags (Holyrood Park) keep 
z guard, the visitor will find on the left a modest square 
1 containing the mansion of Acheson ofGosford (dated 1688), 
where Lady Jane Grey slept for nine nights.
